The other type of boy is still maturing and 
reaches his peak in college, 


“Picking boys who can play college football is hard to do. 
There’s another vital factor. People change . .. particularly 
growing boys. 

“All in all, though, I thoroughly enjoy recruiting,’’ Landrum 
went on. “You meet hundreds of youngsters and their families 
over the years and, in general, they're nice folks. It’s a real thrill 
to watch a boy throughout his career from high school through 
college and see him become a success, not only in football, but in 
the classroom and later in his profession.” 


Mention of classrooms reminded Landrum of another important 
change in recruiting, 

“You know we used to look at the boy on the field,” Landrum 
explained. ‘“‘They check with the school about his grades. With the 
accelerated academic program, however, we now check first on 
his grades.
